This is a Supplemental Petition to the Commissioner under 37 C.F.R. 1.59(b), to 
Expunge Information Submitted under MPEP 724.02. 



BACKGROUND 

A Petition to the Commissioner under 37 C.F.R. 1.59(b), to Expunge Information 
Submitted under MPEP 724.02 in the above-identified application was filed on May 12, 
2003. To date, no decision has been rendered on the Petition. Petitioner contacted Senior 
Legal Advisor Ferriter to inquire about the possibility of simplifying the expungement issue 
by requesting that the earlier filed IDS be expunged in its entirety in favor of a newly

However, Applicant urges the 
Examiner to make an independent comparison of the two forms PTO-1449 in order to ensure 
that there are no inadvertent errors that may have been made by Applicant. The Roger 
Declaration is being submitted separately herewith as part of a proper submission under 
MPEP 724.02.
